"During  the  year  the  condition  of  the  water  supplied  to  the  Borough 
was  generally  satisfactory . Admixture  of  waters  from  the  two  sources 
and  limestone  treatment  reduced  acidity  to  a minimum  Ph.,  ranging 
from  6.0  - 6.5.  Chlorination  was  carried  out  almost  continuously 
but  at  no  occasion  when  tests  were  made  was  residual  chlorine  found 
to  exceed  0.1  parts  per  million. 

No  case  of  pi umbo solvency  was  detected  during  the  year."

During,  the  year  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  was  closed, 
and  the  provision  of  hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  cases- 
was  undertaken  by  the  County  Council.

Health  Visitor, 
the  Matron  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  32  years.  Miss  Thomas 
served  the  Council  well  over  many  years,  and  deserves  our  grateful 
thanks  for  devoted  service,  -carried  out  with  an-  unusual  charm.
